Tuberculosis.—Deaths from this disease numbered 125, including 119 from tuberculosis of 
® respiratory system and 6 from other forms of tuberculosis. Corresponding figures for the

Other Infectious Diseases.—There were 2 deaths from measles registered during the quarter, 
from streptococcal sore throat, and 2 from meningococcal infections.

Diseases of Respiratory System.— Deaths from influenza numbered 80, pneumonia accounted 
t 383 deaths, while the remaining respiratory diseases caused 570 deaths; corresponding 
ures for the first quarter of 1963 were 67,476 and 685 respectively. 

Maternal Mortality.—There were 6 deaths due to complications of pregnancy and childbirth, 
uivalent to a rate of 0.4 per 1,000 births registered. The rate for the first quarter of 1963 
is 0.3. | 

Infant Mortality—There were 439 deaths of infants under one year of age and 303 of these 
curred at ages under 4 weeks. The infant mortality rate was 29 per 1,000 births registered 
d the neo-natal rate was 20. The rates for the corresponding quarter of 1963 were 30 and 19.

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YEAR 1964 


MARRIAGES 


The number of marriages returned during the year was 15,941 equivalent to an annual rate 
of 5.6 per thousand of the population; this rate is 0.2 above that for 1963. Of the total marriages 
15,411 (or 5.7 per thousand of the estimated number of Catholics in the population) were cele- 
brated in accordance with the rites and ceremonies of the Catholic Church. The remainder (534) 
is equivalent to 3.6 per thousand of the population other than Catholic. 


BIRTHS 


The number of births registered during the year was 64,008, compared with 62,966 for 1963. 

The number of boys was 32,728 and the number of girls was 31,280, the proportion being 
1,046 boys to 1,000 girls. 

The annual birth rate was 22.5 per thousand population, this rate is 0.3 above the rate for 
1963. 

There were 1,280 illegitimate births in 1964, equivalent to 2.0 per cent of all births. The 
corresponding figure in 1963 was 1,156 illegitimate births or 1.8 per cent of the total births. 


DEATHS 


The number of deaths registered in 1964 was 32,473 which is 1,085 less than in the preceding 
year. The number of deaths of males was 17,544 and the number of female deaths was 14,929 
The annual death rate in 1964 was 11.4 per thousand population, being 0.4 below that for 1963. 


Tuberculosis 

Deaths from this disease in 1964 numbered 399 (366 from tuberculosis of the respiratory 
system and 33 from all other forms). Corresponding figures for 1963 were 429, 386 and 43 
respectively. The death rate from all forms of tuberculosis in 1964 was 0.14 per 1,000 population. 


Other Infectious Diseases 
There were 5 deaths from diphtheria registered during the year, 3 from acute poliomyelitis, 
14 from measles, 7 from whooping cough and one each from typhoid fever and dysentery. 


Malignant Neoplasms 
Deaths under this heading numbered 4,940, being equivalent to a rate of 1.73 per 1,000 
population. Of these 2,162, or 44 per cent were due to malignant neoplasms of the digestive system 


Diseases of Circulatory System 

Deaths under this heading numbered 12,222, being equivalent to a rate of 4.3 per 1,000 
population. Of these, coronary and arteriosclerotic heart disease accounted for 5,111 or 42 
per cent, while 3,116 or 25 per cent were due to other myocardial degeneration. 


Diseases of Respiratory System 
Deaths from influenza numbered 316, pneumonia accounted for 1,276 deaths, while the 


remaining respiratory diseases caused 1,793 deaths; corresponding figures for the year 1963 
were 155, 1,304 and 1,736 respectively. 


Maternal Mortality : ! 
There were 28 deaths due to complications of pregnancy and childbirth, equivalent to a 


rate of 0.44 per 1,000 births registered. The corresponding rate for 1963 was 0.35. 


Infant Mortality 
There were 1,713 deaths of infants under one year of age and 1,158 of these occurred at 


ages under 4 weeks. The infant mortality rate was 27 per 1,000 births registered and the neo- 
natal rate was 18 the same as those in 1963. The rates for counties are shown in Table 4. 


Population 
The estimated population in April 1964 was 2,849,000.
